Many 
items, such as the detailed reports 
of the Archibald Home and ad¬ 
vertisements of charity affairs have 
been printed free of charge. Sub¬ 
scriptions were, therefore, the only 
real source of income to pay for 
the printing of this paper. ’Cor¬ 
respondents have been given their 
services free of charge.

NEW SCALE OF SALARIES 

In a recent issue of the Hoosier, 
ISSD publication, announcement 
was made of a new scale of teacn- 
ers’ salaries. The table starting at 
$1800 and gradually ascending to 
a maximum of $3600, per year, for 
a teacher with a masters degree 
and 24 years of experience as a 
teacher, brings up the salary level 
here in Indiana to a plane where 
it compares very favorably with the 
salaries paid by any school for the 
deaf in the country. 

For many years the pay of teach¬ 
ers here in Indiana has been low 
and has been the cause of loss of 
many fine teachers who have move 
on to other schools with higher 
salaries. It has been one of the 
objectives of Mr. Raney ever since 
he became superintendent of the 
school to raise salaries and to put 
them on a fixed table of increases 
for each year of service up to a 
maximum. That this has finally 
been achieved is something for 
which Mr. Raney can justly proud. 
It is sure to be a great factor in 
retaining the best teachers that 
come to the school, and will also be 
a great factor in bringing to the 
school the best teaching material. 
That this will have a more favor¬ 
able effect on our boys and girls 
over a period of years is almost 
certain, for this we are indeed 
thankful to Mr. Raney for his part 
in securing adequate salaries for 
the teachers in our school.

SAYS DR. ELSTAD

DESPITE DEAFNESS YOUTH 
GETS PILOT’S CERTIFICATE 

If John W. Floyd, 231 North 
Randolph St., could talk, he would 
tell you one of the greatest thrills 
of his life was the first time he 
soloed an airplane. 

Despite the handicap of being 
a deaf-mute since birth, he has 
just received a restricted student 
pilot’s certificate from the Civil 
Aeronoutics Authority. The per¬ 
mit authorizes him to pilot air¬ 
planes within gliding distance of 
the airport from which he is fly¬ 
ing and is believed to be one of 
the first of its type ever issued. 

Floyd, an employee of P. R. 
Mallory Co., first began flying 
last summer and has taken les¬ 
sons twice a month since then at 
Sky Harbor Airport. His instruc¬ 
tion was taken under a special 
student permit limiting his solo 
flights to the regular traffic pat¬ 
tern near the air port. 

George E. DeVan, Floyd’s in¬ 
structor, said he coached his un¬ 
usual student by means of writ¬ 
ten notes and hand signals. He 
admitted he at first doubted that 
Floyd would be able to pilot a 
plane by himself. However Floyds’ 
perseverance, interest and seem¬ 
ingly instinctive flying ability made 
it possible for him to complete his 
solo tests with three perfect three- 
point landings.—Indianapolis Star. 


GALLAUDET TO SET UP 

INFORMATION SERVICE 

A clearing house for nationwide 
information on tftii© training of 
teachers for the deaf will be es¬ 
tablished at Gallaudet College. 
This was a result of a conference 
of about 60 school administrators 
here April 26.
